est figures ever reached in 1919. 
As compared with 159 deaths from 
industrial accidents in 1918, there 
were 226 in. 1919, and there were 21 
cases of permament total disability 
as compared with 11 in all the pre- 
ceding year. 


There .were 3,132 accidents on 


machinery, which caused a total 
loss of 777,956 working days, repre- 
senting 20.9 per cent of the total 
number of accidents and 27.1 per 
cent of the total days lost.

Days in Wisconsin 


As part of a series of articles on 


historic spots in Wisconsin, W. A, 
Titus, of Fond du Lac, has written 
"Taycheedah, a 
Memory of 
the 


Past," for the current number of 
the Wisconsin Magazine of History, 
which is published quarterly by the 
State Historical society. 


'"Taycheedah has a history reach- 


ing as far 'bade as the first settle- 
ment of the Lake Winnebago region 
and was once the social and cultural 
center of Fond du Lac conaty -with 


commercial 
importance 
that 


eclipsed the neighboring settlement 
of Fond du Lac," says Mr. Titus. 
"The first White explorers found an 
Indian village on the site of Tay- 
cheedah; in 1705 it is recorded' that 
Sar-ro-chau wag the chief of 
the 


Winnebago •'band at this point.", 


Mr. Titus then 
proceeds to de- 


scribe the 
attractive 
topography 


around Taycleedah and the inrush 
of settlers with their early activ- 
ities. Many of the pioneer business 
men, who later removed to Fond du 
Lac, are described by the writer. 


"The. decline of Taycheedah be- 


came apparent before the 'Civil war,, 
and nearly all of the old families 


removed to 
Fond du Lac or else- 


where, taking with them in. many 
cases the 
business in which they 


had been angaged. The 
site still 


remains, beautiful as ever, but the 
glory of the_ once prosperous village 
has long since 
departed, and its 


present 
moribund 
condition

tracts the attention of
